“ So much for the mathematical possibility. 

I once came upon a small 
deer lying in the snow, still living, but bleed- 
ing from tooth wounds on the under side of 
its chest. From the deer the tracks of a 
large wolf led off into the woods. It prob- 
ably had heard or smelled me and nad slunk 
away within a few moments of the time I 
found its victfm. More than this, an Indian 
with whom I explored the interior of New. 
toundland tells me that twice he had seen 
@ Auge white wolf kill caribou fawns in this 
way. That this is an unusual method of kill- 
ing is true, but that it is both possible and 
probable remains a fact, despite Mr. Roose- 
velt’s denial.

Lafayette, Ind., May 22.—[Special.}— 
Hoosierdom in these parts burst into a fame 
of spring poetry today. Even the farmers 
in their flelds were culling rhymes about the 
tones that nature paints along the wild rice 
marshes and the boys on the street were hum- 
ming The Old Oaken Bucket.” 

The occasion which aroused this fine frenzy 
in the state where the “gentle apirit of 
poesy ” was born, was the visit here of the 
leading literary lights.

Ade Reads a Story. 

Mr. Ade started things off in a way that did 
not seem quite relevant to “the gentle 
spirit but pleased everybody. He read a 
story about “Mr. Dudley of the Class of 
. who was appointed to make a speech 
at an alumni banquet. 

“His interest in coflege matters Nad 
oozed * said Mr. Ade, kor he had lived in 
Chicago three years. He decided there would 
be no momentary inepiration for him. 80 
he sat up late every night writing and writ- 
ing. He practiced in the elevated, and peo- 
ple thought he was cragy. His speech con- 
tained such sentiments as this: Tou may 
shatter the vase if you will, but the scent 
of the roses will cling to it still,’ referring 
to college loyalty of course.

At the banquet Mr. Dubley found a mass 
of turbulent shirt bosoms, and when he 
arose to speak voices interrupted him often.

For the last year her 
efforts have been bent on earning enough 
money to purchage a bicycle. 

I have saved $13 already,” she told her 
gray haired mother this afternoon before 
leaving the house. “Just think! When I 
get the other $12, I will take the train to New 
York and ride back on a brand new bicycle, 
paid for with the money Learned in the fields 
picking dandelions.”’ 


_ Girl Goes to Death. 
It was just 1 clock when the girl left her 
mother, after kissing her good-by. She trippe d 
merrily over the dusty roads to what was 
known as the old Seits farm, bounded by 
Baxter avenue and Broadway, Elmhurst. 
The Staffeldt girl was neatly dressed. She 
carried a German steel knife with a blade 
four inches long and a canvas sack in which 


to heap. up the dandelions. 


She walked about 175 feet from Broadway 
over to the Seitz farm, and started to pluck 
the greetis from the ground. Her bag con- 
tained: a full quart measure when the police 


took it in charge. 


Man Flees; Body Found. 

Young Engel and a fellow worker, Adam 
Hummel, were drtwing over the road inside 
the farm about 2 o’clock—an hour after the 
girl had left home—when they saw a shab- 
bily dressed stranger running toward the 
cabbage patch.

WILSON LEARNS INCIDENTALLY 
WHAT KANSAS KNEW FOR YEARS 


Secretary of Agriculture Pleased That 
Turkish Red Wheat Is Grown in State 
— Coburn Amused. 


Topeka, Kas., May 22.—[Special.J—F.. D. 
Coburn, secretary of the Kansas board of 
agriculture, was happy today when he re- 
ceived a letter from James Wilson, secretary 
of the department of agriculture, compll- 
menting Kansas on its wonderful produc- 
tion of hard wheat. 

Mr. Wilson says: 

My dear sir—In view of the mischief, more or 
less, being done in your country by the green 
bugs, I wish to say a word about a fact that has 
come under my personal observation. I learn in- 
cidentally that a large part of your winter wheat 
is Turkish red winter. I experimented with that 
*whéat, among others, at the Iowa experiment 
station in 1891 to 1897. Dvery other wheat dur- 
ing those six years disappeared and the Turkish 
red winter remained. At that time we recom- 
mended it to everybody, and it has found ite way 
down to your people. 

Secretary Coburn is amused that Mr. W- 
don wae “recommending the ted winter 
wheat to Kansas when a professor in Iowa 
a few years ago, and “ learns incidentally ” 
that it has found its way down to your 
people.“ considering that at that time Kan- 
sae was producing 70,000,000 bushels of this 
wheat in a year, and probably forty times 
more than Iowa ever produced in any season, 
and had produced hard wheat for a quarter 
of a century.

MANUFACTURERS GO ON RECORD 
4S FAVORING CHANGE. 


National Association Passes Many 
Resolutions Attacking Commercial 
Misdeeds and Piedging Support, 
Financial as Well as Moral, to 
Movement for Civic Righteousness 
Throughout the Country—Postotf- 
fice Department Censured. 


New Tork. May. 22.—The Nationa! Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of the United States 
went on record today asin favor of a revision 
of the tariff at the earliest opportunity, and 
the negotiation of more reciprocity treaties. 

A lively debate preceded the vote, which 
was upon the acceptance of the report of the 
committee on tariff and reciprocity. The 
committee based its recommendations on a 
poll of the 3,000 members of the association. 
Of the total number replying 55 per cent de- 
clared for immediate revision, while 20 per 
cent eéxpressed a hands off” sentiment. 
Eight 2 cent believed that the time for re- 
visfon had not arrived, and the other 17 per 
cent expressed indiffererice or made noncom- 
mittal answers. 


Work of Closing Day. 

The mass of resolutions adopted by the 
association on this, the closing day. of its 
convention, included indorsement of the open 
shop, industrial education, the improvement 
of the consular. service, commendation of the 
national river and harbor congress, urging 
the president to withhold his approval of the 
new German agreement until the testimony 
of practical producers could be obtalsed re- 
garding the effects upon domestic labor and 
industry likely to follow the customs ad- 
ministrative changes in favor of export 
values,“ and opposition to all illegal com- 
binations, either of capital or labor, 

This last reso ution was given added force 
by the convention’s declared determination 
to ralse $1,500,000 to carry out a campaign 
of education concerning dictatorial combina- 
tions. 

Fight for Righteousness. 

Of thie campaign of education President 
Van Cleave, following today's session, said: 

„We shall endeavor to assist in educating 
the public in industrial righteousness. We 
shall be just as ready to oppose unlawful acts 
by combinations of capital as those of com- 
binations of labor. We believe in industrial 
liberty and we are opposed to all forms of 
industrial oppression. And, if anybody under- 
takes to campel anyone to submit to such op- 
préssion, we shall endeavor to assist the 
party so assailed. If a man threatens me 
with a gun, I certainly don’t intend to re- 
main quiet. We shall, in particular, en- 
@eavor to sustain public officials who try to 
enforce the laws. And wherevér murder or 
violence is resorted to, wherever public of- 
ficials are threatened and subjected to out- 


rage, we shall do what we can; whether the 


official in question be a judge, a governor, @ 
sheriff, a mayor, a policeman, or a juror.” 


Assails Postal Service. 

Capt. Henry A. Castle of St. Paul, formerly 
sixth auditor of the United States treasury, 
in a speech on Needed Postal Reforms,” 
eriticised the management of the postoffice 
department, which, he said, should be placed 
on a business basis.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 22.—Thomas W. Har- 
vey, who was paying teller of the Enterprise 
National bank of Allegheny, which failed 
two years ago for more than $1,000,000, was 
put on trial for alding Cashier T. L. Clark 
in looting the {nstitution.. Clark committed 
suicide when the bank failed. 

This was the bank used by the repub!ican 
state machine in furthering the schemes for 
ruling the state. 

Only one witness was heard today, Bank 
Examiner Cunningham, who told of his dis- 
covery that the bank had been looted.

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HUGHES’ BILL ENACTED. 


NEW YORK GOVERNOR'S UTILI- 
TIES COMMISSIONS WIN VOTES. 


Only Members of Senate Who Oppose 
Propesed Law Are Democrats, Six 
in Namber—Assembly Without De- 
bate Pats Its Approval on Measure 
—Now Gees to Mayer McClellan 
for Approval as to Part Relating to 
New York City. 


Albany. N. T.. May 22.—[{Special.}—After a 
debate of less than two hours Gov. Hughes’ 
public utilities bill was pasted by the senate 
this afternoon by a vote of 41to6. The votes 
cast against it were all democratic. They 
were those of Senators Cullen, Hasenflug, 
Thompson, and McCarren of Kings, Frawley 
and McManus of New York. Immediately 
after the senate had completed its roll call 
on the bill it was taken over to the ageembly, 
which was in. waiting. Without debate the 
bill was called up and in less than two min- 
utes by a quick roll call the assembly unan- 
imously concurred in the amendments. The 
measure now passed by the legislature will 
be bent to Mayor MeCleilan at once. 


What the Bill Provides. 

The bil) creates two commissions, the mem- 
bers of which shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, with powers to supervise and regulate 
the operation of public corporations, both in 
the city and the state of New York—sep- 
arate bodies for each. In the alty of New 
York the commission supersedes the old 
rapid transit commission, appointment to 
which was by the mayor, and for the reason 
that, in this respect, it touches the New York 
government, it is submitted for the mayor's 
approval. It is anticipated that Mayor Mc- 
Clellan will withhold his approval, but as 
only a majority vote is required to pass a 
measure over a mayor's veto, and as it ts in 
all respects an administration bill, it cannot 
fail to become a law. 


Powers of the Commission. 


The commissioners’ powers are great. They 
can order any change in equipment or regu- 
lations of emplcyés considered necessary for 
the safety of passengers. 

They can examine all books, records, and 
papers of any person, firm, or corporation en- 
gaged in public service. 

They can control train schedules, fix rates 
of passenger and freight tariffs, or for gas or 
electric light. 

Under ſts regulation impartiality to shippers 
is assured. 

Any action brought in the courts by the 
commission against a corporation must have 
precedence over all civil cases except those 
concerning elections, 


LOUISVILLE ELECTION Void, 
RULES COURT OF APPEALS. 


Decision of. Local. Tribunal Reversed, 
New Balloting for City and County 
Officials Being Ordered for November. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—The Court of Ap- 
peals today handed down Its opinion in the 
contested election cases from the city of 
Louisville and Jefferson county, upholding 
the contentions of the fusionists and declar- 
ing the election void, thus reversing the de- 
cision of Judges Miller and Kirby of the Jef- 
ferson Circuit court. 

The court rules that Gov. Beckham has the 
power to fill the vacancies by appointment, 
and an election for all city and county offi- 
clale is ordered for next November, The 
decision of the court is unanimous. 

The written opinion deals in detail with 
election outrages and the use ot the police at 
the polling places on registration and elec- 
tion days. It declares them to be as.repuisive 
to the citizen as would be the use of state 
troops, and not to be tolerated in future 
elections. The campaign methods of both 
fusionists and democrats in the election are 
denounced, and s0 is the use of the $100,000 
campaign fund in the contest. 


CITY SEIZES A WATER PLANT.

Henviest Rain in Years at Lemont 
Causes Water to Stand Two Feet 
Deep on Rails and Bridge and te 
Loosen Raile—Many Buildings u- 
dangered, Storage House Collapses, 
and Others Are Moved from Their 
Foundations, , 


The Chicago-St. Louis passenger train on 
the Chicago and Alton railroad which left 
Chicago at 8 o'clock had a narrow escape 
from being wrecked at Lemont, where the 
rain storm last night overflowed the sewer 
tunnel and loosened the rails on the relirond 
bridge. 

The storm started at 9 o’clock and contin- 
ued for almost an hour. In this time the 
heaviest rain experienced in years at Lemont 
fell. The large amount of water could not be 
carried off by the sewer over which the rail- 
road bridge and two storage houses had 
been erected. As à result the overflow stood 
on the tracks almost two feet deep. When 
the water burst through thé tunnel it foéded 
many of the frame buildings. 


Saved by Ticket Agent. 

The Alton train was due at Lemont at 9:44 
o'clock. A few minutes before it reached the 
bridge E. S. Weimer, the ticket agent there, 
who had been awakened .by the telephone 


manager, Joseph Starshak, ran down the 
tracks with a flag and halted the train, More 
than a foot of water stood for an hour.in 
the town. 

J. A. Stein, owner of a bank at Lemont, 
alded by a dozen other men and fearing the 
water would wash away the storage bulld- 
ings, carried out a carload of flour before it 
could be destroyed by the water. They had 


just completed their task when the walls of 
both structures fell. Half a dozen shanties 
along the railroad tracks were washed away 
and many of the buildings in the town were 
shifted from their foundations. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth. of damage was caused by 
the flood. 
Lightning Strikes Flat Building. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon lightning 
etruck the roof of the Lanphere apartment 
house, a four story building at 6615 Monroe 
avenue. A peal of thunder which followed 
caused the occupants to flee to the street, 
believing the building was about to topple 
down upon them. Little damage was done 
and the frightened persons returned.

EXECUTORS OF KEEP ESTATE 
SUMMONED FOR BACK TAXES, 


Formal Complaint Made with Board 
of Review That the Assessment Has 
Been Only $2,000 


Formal complaint against the executors 
of the will of the late Albert Keep, who died 
recently, leaving an estate valued at $5,200,- 
000, has been filed with the board of review. 
The executors will be ordered to appear be- 
fore the board at its seesion beginning the 
first Monday in July, and, according to 
Frank A. Vogler, chief clerk of the board, 
they will be compelled to furnish a complete 
inventory. Should the board find that Mr. 
Keep left personal property in excess of 
$2,000, on which he paid taxes, it is probable 
that back assessments will be made. 

Mr. Keep is said to have had real estate to 
the amount of $700,000, on which he paid 
taxes, which would leave a balance of $4,500,- 
000 in personalty. Unless this is in stocks 
of Illinois corporations it is liable to back 
assessment, according to Mr. Vogler. 

“The board is watching every inventory 
filed now,“ said Mr. Vogler yesterday, and 
we check up immediately the amount of 
personal property of the deceased, and then 
see how much he has been paying taxes on.”’

The Union Traction stockholders had al- 
ready put more than two-thirds of their 
stock into the pool, so that the committee in 
charge has now a clear legal fleld to go ahead 
and reorganize the properties on the lines 
the members think best. 


Hasten to Complete Reorganization. 


The first thing which happened when the 
result of the stock deposits with the Union 
Trust company wae known was the de- 
parture of General Manager Roach and Re- 
ceiver Sampsell of the Union Traction com- 
pany for New York. They left on the Penn- 
sylvania limited last evening and will de 
in New York tonight. 

They went to consult with Attorneys a. 
W. Wickersham, representing the North 
and West companies, and L. C. Krauthoff, 
working for the Union Traction, who have 
been busy for a long time fixing up the plan 
of reorganization of all the properties. Mr. 
Roach is to talk about the physical condi- 
tion of the lines and the needed money to 
put them in shape, and Mr. Sampsell about 
the steps which will have to be taken to 
get them out of the hande of the United 
States court and back into the possession 
of the stockholders, 

The first thing expected to be done in New 
York is the capitalization of the Chicago 
Rallways company at a figure which will 
enable it to take over all the properties of 
the North and West Chicago and the Union 
Traction.companies. The stock of this com- 
pany will be prorated among the stock- 
holders of the existing companies. 


Receivership to Be Ended. 


With the advent of the Chicago Railways 
company will come the proceedings to take 
the Union Traction and its underlying com- 
panies out of the hands of receivers. It was 
promised last night that this would be ar- 
ranged within six months. 

Officers of both the Union Traction and its 
‘underlying companies said last evening they 
saw nothing in the way now of the properties 
being put on their feet once more. 

The formal acceptances of the ordinances 
will hardly be made until the plans of reor- 
ganization of all the properties are finally 
decided on and approved. Attorneys Wicker- 
sham and Krauthoff are expected in Chicago 
the first of next week with the complete text 
of this reorganization plan. The companies 
have until July 26 to file their acceptance 
with the eſty clerk.

For Abundant Sweet Peas.

5 bu to the acre. 


Seeding Conditions More Favorable. 

The northwest reported seeding conditions 
more favorable, but men supposedly close 
to the general situation declared that the 
area of ground sown up to date was materi- 
ally. less than that ready for the growing 
germ at this stage last year. Secretary 
Smiley of the Kansas, Grain Dealers’ asso- 
ciation estimated the damage already done 
to Kansas wheat at between 50 and 60 per 
cent. The green bug was reported from 
numerous points in the Sunflower state as 
being quite as vigorous as heretofore, and 

from Nebraska involved the insect 
as @ principal in continued destruction of 
hope and crops. 

Important sections of the southwest, re- 
cently in the grasp of cruel Jack Frost and 
King Freeze, startled the speculative popu- 
lace-by wiring that on top of the Ill effects 
of drought, bug invasion, and recent 
coldness, dry, hot winds were adding to 
thé misery ef the farmer. The west has 
Chichgo beaten decisively in the matter of 
providing sensational weather  devélop- 
ments,” said a follower of the weather map 
and of advices from off the wire. There 
appears to be nothing the matter with the 
west when it comes to delivering all brands 
of weather in and out of season. Two or 
three days ago frosts were creating havoc; 
now withering heat waves are sapping the 
energy of the growing wheat that has been 
fortundte enough to escape the killing in- 
fluences of t dispensations, All the west 
needs now is a blizzard, immediately fol- 
lowed by à sandstorm, to make its weather 
record unapproachabie.”
